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Fears Thaf Are 


As a result of intricate and reliable 
tests show that among agencies in 


having the greatest influence in huild. 
ing human character, the “home” 
outweighted the school, the church, 
{te Sunday School the movies gnd 
sports all combined, 

This is fact number one for parents 
to consider. The second in importance 
is where and how home influence and 
training makes or mars the child life 
within it: walls, There are: three 
phiges of home life dut of which are 
developed ti:e emotional patterns or 
abits wich will make boys and girls 
into self-reliant men and women able 
to meet an imperfect world with high 
ideals of their own. These phaseg 
are first, the attitude of sisters and 
brothers toward each other; and 
third, tie attitude of parents toward 
children. 

Let us look at the way in which 
these home attitudes foster the one 
emotional attitude which affects our 
lives more than any other and ex- 
tends as a sort of background through 
nearly all the others, ‘This is self- 
confidence as opposed to fear—no fear 
of some special thing but a rather 
generalized fear of life itself. 

Vast numbers of people who will 
face death on a. moment’s notice, who 
go through all sorts of real dangers 
without a quaver, ave yet a sort of 
underlying fear of life’s possibilities 
that seldom leaves them It is easy 
to fall into these generalized fears, 
and there are thousands of ways in 
which parents actually teach this state 
of mind to their children. One of the 
amazing discoveries made by doctors 
during examinations in the war: was, 
that so many perfectly healtiy young 
men had all their lives*been — con- 
vinced that they had heart or kidney 
trouble or some similar:malady and 
had feared to undertake arduous oc- 
cupatién for that reason, In nearly 
all cases their fears had been started 
by hearing symptoms discussed at 
home, ; 

What, is fear anyhow? Well, 
scientists have done a world of work 
on fear, and they find there are 
three distinct kinds. ‘The first is 
natural or biological] fear—the kind 
that prezerves you from natural per- 
ils, the second ‘intelligent or ~“con- 
structive fear—the kind you get from 
sound, healthful education; and tha 
third is pathological fear— destruc- 
tive fear—the kind you get from 
sound healthful education; and the 
third is pathological fear—destruc~ 
tive fear that comes from a wrong 
view of life, from . wrong compar- 
isons of yourself with other people, 
from wrong attitudes toward your 
job, and from telling yourself con’ 
stantly you are not as important us 
others, As a rule here are just three 
people who ever tell you you are no 
good—your parents, your brothers or 
sisters, in some way first destroyed 
your self confidence, eyieNe 

For example, you may. hear, many 
people say there are naturally afraid 
of lightning, or burglars or some- 
titing of the sort. This is not true 
because there are but two things that. 
people are naturally afraid of. The 
first is a loud noise, and the second 
is the sense of falling. 

Many mothers say, ‘My child has 
always been afraid of the dark.” Oh, 
no, the mother taught it to be afraid, 
She put the babe to bed and went out 
and slammed the door, or talked 
loudly, or scolded or dropped_a basin 
‘on the floor. Or, when it got 
a little older the mother talked about 
being afraid of the dark herself, or 
told the child something dreadfu] that 
was likely to happen in the dark. 

And it is juat this way that child. 
ren are taught to be afraid of life. 
Parents need to taught on the many 
ways in which they actually teach 
their children to be afraid of life 
by shielding them from responai- 
bility. They are missing the 
greatest educational opportunity this 
world offers when they fail to put 
as mucty responsibility on the child 
as he can reasonably carry just as 
early in life as is possible. In this 
way you build up habits of success 
instead of habits of failure, courage 
Habits instead of habits of fearing 
life and “dodging its responsibil- 
ities, 

This has nothing contrary to the 
duty of teaching . the children the 
second kind of fear—intellgent fear 
—which is merely teaching them good 
judgement in avoiding dangers and 
destructive habits.~ This: kind of fear 
is merely the negative side of char- 
acter building and should be carried

Farm Labour 

RECENT SHORTAGES of farm labour in Canada have created serious 
problems in many parts of the country and have in some cases caused 
farmers to curtail production. This in turn, affects the country as a whole, 
when resultant shortages are felt in the domestic market. Although the 
use of farm machinery hag increased enormously in recent years, there are 
still many tasks which require manual labour and the farmer cannot free 
himself from the. problem of securing outside help in his work. The situa- 
tion is more serious in some parts of the country than in others, and some 
types of farming require more manual work than others, but the problem 
of help for farm work has been felt in almost every part of Canada in the 
last ten years, t 


The calling up of men for the armed services at 
the beginning of the last war and the need for 
workers in war industries first created farm labour 
To Industry shortages, and activity in Canadian industry since 
the war has Continued to absorb many workers who would otherwise have 
been available to farmers, The bringing of farm workers from other coun- 
tries has proven to be only a temporary relief to the problem, since they 
tend to seek work in the cities when they have completed the one year 
which they are required to spend on the farm, 
se * @ @ 
It is apparent that workers are: attracted from the 
Unlikely To farms to other industries and that if the problem of 
keeping sufficient labour available for farm work is to 
Be Plentiful be solved, ways must be found to make it more attrac- 
tive to them. Such matters as wage levels, accident and sickness insurance, 
pensions, regular hours and other considerations no doubt contribute to the 
fact that many labourers prefer to go to large industrial plants rather than 
to stay on the farm, Farming is one of Canada’s foremost industries, but 
it would take considerable planning for farms to compete with industrial 
plants in providing benefits for labour. However, as long as there is no 
lack of work in other industries, farm labourers are unlikely to be plentiful 
in Canada, ‘

WINNIPEG, — Two hump-backed 
Brahma bulls and two heifers arriv- 


ed in Winnipeg recently on their way 
to Rorketon, where their owner says 
they will become the nucleus of the 
first Brahma herd in Manitoba. 
Common in India, where they move 
about the streets of towns and vil- 
lages protected by religious custom, 
cross-breeding experiments have been 
carried out with them in ge United 
States for a number of years. 
Walter Tuer, Rorketon, who 
brought the animals to Manitoba, 


says he'll cross the heifers with bulls 
from his purebred Shorthorn herd. 
The offspring, he adds, will not have 
humps on their backs, and at two 
years will outweigh three-year-old 
Shorthorns raised on the same pas- 
turage. 

He will build up a herd of the bulls 
for sale in the province. 

Experience in the U.S. and India 
had shown that the Brahma would 
mature rapidly and well on the worst 
type of pasturage where shorthorns 
could not survive, 

Another feature -was their immun-
